The foliowingj appeal for aid fo 


the French woundfed, has been issued 
by the.Newark Branch, American 
Fund for French Wounded: 


Last Friday at the 
Y. M. C. A 


was held the first meeting for work 
of the Newark branch of the A. F. F. 
W. a society which has only six or 
seven branches in 
Ohio. 
One of 


these, in our neighboring town of 
Granville has a large and enthusias- 
tic band of workers and also 
has 


had sufficient gifts of money 
and 


materials to keep them employed. 
The first meeting here at the Y. M 
C. A. was \ery well attended, about 
40 women being present during the 
day. 
But in a town of this size 


there should be many hundreds 
working for this cause. One sewing 
society has asked if it might have 
the rooms all day Tuesday to help 
with the work. Not only workers 
are needed but money, and materi- 
als. 
You are asked to send cotton 


and linen fabrics, canton flannel, cre- 
tonne or bright colored material, to 
use in covering 
pillows—and 
to 


make comfort bags. Also old cotton 
and linen, to cut up and stuff pilows 
—used by the hundred of thousands 
to put under the wounds of the sold- 
iers, when they are moved or 
to 


make them easier. In President Wil- 
son's recent proclamation he urges 
Americans to aid those suffering be- 
cause of the great war. 
An explanation of the American 


Fund for French Wounded is given 
in their pamphlet as follows: 


When the flood of invasion burst 


upon France, the regular hopsitals 
were immediately overcrowded with 
wounded, and thousands of emergen- 
cy hospitals were rapidly improvised 
in schools, theatres, chateaux, etc., 
everywhere. These buildings were 
equipped as far as possible by the 
local populations. 


But this aid was not sufficient, and 


it became increasingly evident that 
the smaller hospitals would ha*e to 
be assisted by other countries. 
The American Fund for French 


Wounded has endeavored io supply 
these out-of-the-way hospitals, 
and 


with the help of its loyal 
Branch 


Committees and generosity oT

ABOUT THE BIRD 
OF THANKSGIVING 
T 


HE brouzo turkey, that variety 


vrhiclf today holds the place of 
honor in the North American 
group of turkeys, is outdone by 


uoue "vvheu it comes to beauty or size. 
Black, beautifully shaded with a rich 
Lrouze. the breast plumage being dark 
bronze illuminated with a lustrous fin- 
isii of coppery gold, gives full warrant 
for the name by which this bird is 
known. 


The full grown, healthy bird is a 


beautiful picture of bronze, black, cop- 
per and gold and sometimes weighs 
forty or more pounds. Other varieties 
known in the barnyard and even rec- 
ognized among dealers as having dis- 
tinctive markings are in reality only 
highly developed fowls with preserved 
peculiarities. Under this classification 
comes the white turkey. 


In the United States there are six 


standard 
varieties recognized 
and 


grown. These are the bronze, Narra- 
gansett, buff, slate, white and black. 
The chief differences are in size and 
color of plumage. 


The bronze and Narragansett are the 


largest, the buff and slate medium, 
•\vbUe the white and black are the 
smallest Within late years, however, 
the white variety has reached such a 
point of popularity that it has increas- 
ed in. size until with some dealers it 
occupies third place- 


Whatever the turkey may have miss- 


ed through failing to secure that place 
of honor suggested for it by Benjamin 
Franklin—as the national bird—it has 
nevertheless found a place in the re- 
gard of the American people which is 
held by no other fowL 


Time was when a turkey, or as many 


as could be carried, might be had al- 
most for asking. Then came the period 
vrhen 50 cents would buy a plump 
young fowL Even so short a time as 
ten years ago turkeys could be pur- 
chased for from 8 to 20 cents a pound, 
dressed, 


Some interesting figures were at one 


time compiled by the department of 
agriculture in connection with the tur- 
key. 
In 1S96 the census showed the 


turkey population in the United States 
to lie 12,000,000. Four years later the 
department found there were but 6,500,- 
000. 
Such a discrepancy needed inves- 


tigation. It was made, and the answer 
was soon forthcoming. 


In the year 1S9G the breeders had lit- 


erally counted their eggs before they 
were hatched, and the consequent total 
included ail poults, eggs in the nest and 
birds expected as well as the grown 
turkeys. 
AVIth the latter figure' only 


birds of three months or more vere 
included. That figure, therefore, is the 
true estimate of the average annual 
turkey supply at that time, while today 
the supply has increased with the ris- 
ing demand each year. 


But even with the increase that has 


come with the passing years the sup- 
ply is not sufficient or the price low 
enough for every person in this coun- 
try to include it in the list of Thanks- 
giving features. And so the picture 
which Gray painted cannot hold true. 
He wrote, "From the low peasant to 
the lord, the turkey smokes on every 
board."—New York Sun.

Origin of Thanksgiving. 


In colonial days it was customary to 


appoint days of fasting or feasting, of 
prayer or thanksgiving, when public 
events seemed to warrant this recogni- 
tion. In 17S9 Washington ordered a 
day of thanksgiving for the adoption 
of the Federal constitution. Subse- 
quently various days in November 
were recommended by presidents and 
governors until, in 1S63, the regular 
observance of a national Thanksgiving 
day was instituted through a procla- 
mation of President Lincoln. 
The 


president's proclamation does not make 
it a national holiday. It applies legal- 
ly only to the District of Columbia and 
the territories. 
It is the governors' 


proclamations that affect the states. ] 
The day is observed in all states, but in 
some it is not a statutory holiday. 
Thursday was originally selected by 
the Puritans probably because, being 
near the middle of tbe week, it gave 
opportunity for the scattered members 
of the family to come together and to 
return without desecrating tbe Sab- 
bath by travel. 
November was se- 


lected as the month when tbe fall har- 
vests were all gathered. Other coun- 
tries have Thanksgiving days for spe- 
cial occasions, such as success In battle 
or tbe deliverance of tbe people from a 
national calamity, b«t the fixed an- 
nual Thanksgiving day Is a custom be- 
longing to America alone.

TO BE ORGANIZED 


IN HEALTH FIGHT 


In order to interest the 20,000,000 


school children oi the United States 
in the Anti-Tuberculosis Campaign 
the boys and girls will be organized 
into Mod«rn Health Crusaders, 
a 


new society being formed under the 
direction of the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis and announced in a bulle- 
tin issued today. 


Any boy or girl in 
the 
United 


States, not less than '5 nor more than 
18, who sells or buys at least 10 Red 
Cross Seals, and who agrees to the 
Crusade Health Rules, will receive 
a certificate of enrollment. When he 
sells 25 to 50 Seals, he gets a button 
and becomes Squire, and when 
he 


reaches 100 to 200 Seals, a silver pin 
with the rank of Knight. Those who 
sell 500 Seals get a gold pin with the 
rank of Knight Banneret. 
League 


of Modern Health Crusaders will be 
formed in connection with schools, 
clubs, churches and other organiza- 
tions. 
These will become part of 


State Legions and later of the Na- 
tional Legion. 


"The object of 
these 
organiza- 


tions," says Chas. M. DeForest, Na- 
tional Red Cross Seal Sales Man- 
ager, "is not to secure money for the 
Anti-Tuberculosis 
movement, 
but 


rather to give the children definite 
tasks whereby they 
can help 
the 


Health Campaign. Every boy and 
girl must promise to try his best to 
keep the following rules: 


"1. Always breathe 
fresh air. 


Never study, work nor play in a 
room without a window open. Take 
ten deep breaths every day.

but 
.rather we shall be crystallizing an 
already well defined public health 
enthusiasm in a way that promises 
real results."

HINTS FOR PROGRESSIVE FARMERS 


Use Phosphates with Manure. 


Since phosphorus is carried off the 


farm in relatively large amounts in 
grain crops, in the bones of animals, 
and in milk, soil specialists at the 


hio experiment station recommend 


the use of acid phosphate 
or 
raw 


phosphate rock to reinforce barnyard 
manure, if the fertility of the soil is 
to be maintained. Acid phosphate is 
more generally 
recommended, 
be- 


cause under average conditions it is 
more effective and more economical 
lian the raw rock. 


Acid phosphate has returned more 


nan three times its cost in cron 
-ields in many tests at the experi- 
ment station, even when used in con- 
nection with manure. It is ordinarily 
used at the rate of 40 pounds per 
on of manure. 
The phosphate may 


>e spread over the manure in the 
-hed or yard or mixed with it at the 
ime of hauling.
